have the necessary plant, 
and can produce the -re-)

JRUSSIA has a natural mar- 
ket for her atomic re- 
sources—the satellite coun- 
tries, To Britnin and the 
United States goes the free 
world market. The question 
is whether it is to be mutual- 
ly shared or made severely 
competitive, The American 
stockpile, — particularly of 
plutonium is reported to be 
reaching a formidable size;

It. never occurred 
to me that I could call on 
the law to help me. When 


I did, the circumstances 
could) hardly have been 
worse, I was ‘guilty, the 


authorities had the evidence, 
and I had admitted it. And’ 
I was ‘not in a position to 
get independent legal advice. 


Everything but the law was 
against’'me, That was on my 
side. It was because of that ex- 
perience that I stopped being an 
enemy of the law and an enemy 
of society. 


There were 17 of us in the 
hut. The light was out. We sat 
on our beds in the, dark, enjoy- 
ing a midnight feast. It con- 
sisted of bread, which I had 
taken {rom the cookhouse, but- 
ter and corned béef.

I had been sentenced to 18 
months for office breaking, The 
reason I'broke into an office was 
because I needed the money, to 
pay all the fines I had collected 
as a barrow boy. It is surprising 
how quickly the fines moun}. up 
ot £2 a time for street trading. 
If you can’t pay the fines you go 
to prison. So it was to stay out: 
of prison that 1. broke Into an 
office—and I landed in prison 
just the same.

While the PO in charge was 
busy giving him a plece of his 
mind, it was easy enough for 
another prisoner to drop a letter 
in the pillar box.
